PREFACE 


To  the  Chaiman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Rural  District 
Council  of  Braughing  for  the  year  ending  51st  December,  1969. 

One  fact  that  invites  comment  is  the  jump  in  the  population  figures 
with  a total  of  11,270  resulting  from  an  increase  of  530  persons,  the 
previous  year’s  increase  being  170. 

The  gcnera.l  health  of  the  District  has  been  excellent,  but  there  v^ere 
12  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  which  is  more  than  there  should  be  in  a 
healthy  community.  This,  however,  is  a disease  which  it  is  difficult  to 
track  down  and  put  ones  finger  on  the  cause,  or  as  nay  often  be  the  case, 
the  carrier. 

In  the  text  of  the  report  is  given  the  summary  of  a letter  received 
from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  outlining  their  thinking 
on  the  future  of  the  I'lass  Miniatiire  Radiography  Service,  It  would  appear 
from  the  letter  that  there  is,  over  the  next  few  years,  to  be  a reduction 
in  the  numbers  of  mobile  units  except  for  those  as  serve  special  groups, 
for  example  teachers.  This  has  caused  serious  concern  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  in  consequence,  representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Authorities  urging  the  retention  of  mobile  units.  Similar  representations 
have  been  made  by  the  other  District  Councils  in  East  Herts,  as  well  as 
by  the  Rural  District  Councils  Association,  An  assurance  has  been  given 
that  Regional  Hospital  Boards  have  been  asked  not  to  make  changes  without 
first  consulting  Local  Medical  Committees. 

In  last  year's  Report  comment  was  laade  upon  the  uneasiness  felt  about 
the  future  of  the  Public  Health  Service  and  the  influence  this  has  upon 
morale  and  recruitment,  A recent  leading  article  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal  states  that  figures  obtained  from  Ministries  about  the  momber  of 
U,K,  students  teking  the  D,P,H,  Course  in  recent  years  shows  a drop  from 
87  candidates  in  1963-64  to  43  in  1968-69,  It  would  also  appear  that 
vrith  the  future  reorganisation  of  local  government  the  functions  of  the 
existing  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  undergo  some  degree  of  change. 
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I'^Jhen  such  changes  take  place  it  is  suggested  that  the  tine-honoured  title 
of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  also  undergo  a change  and  that  the 
tern  "Conmmity  Physician”  should  be  enployed  as  a designation  for  those 
public  health  doctors  who  would  become  Medical  adninistrators  at  regional, 
area  and  > district  levels.  Connunity  medicine  as  in  a unified  National 
Health  Service  should  fit  in  both  with  general  practice  and  with  hospital 
medicine. 

To  quote  still  further  from  the  leading  article  referred  to  above,  - 
"The  ¥ork  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  essential  whatever  the  shape 

of  the  Health  Service  xHiatever  his  new  title  irill  be,  the  long  term 

future  of  the  public  health  doctor  is  not  in  doubt  ......  Preventive  medicine, 

epidemiology  and  health  education  are  aspects  of  medicine  xrhich  rarely 
ezcite  professional  or  public  imagination  in  the  way  that  other  more 
dramatic  branches  of  medicine  sometimes  do.  A public  health  doctor  is 
somex;hat  akin  to  a lighthouse  keeper,  while  he  is  there,  little  is  heard  of 
him.  If  he  is  not  there,  some  spectacular  wrecks  could  occur." 

My  thanks  are  once  more  due  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Council 
and  their  Chairmen  for  the  extreme  interest  they  evince  in  Public  Health 
matters,  to  Mr.  Pteed  for  Ms  customary  absorption  in  his  work  and  Miss  Kent 
for  clerical  x-zork  and  for  the  usual  preparation  of  the  statistical  data. 

I am  gratefxil  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  ready  help.

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GEIjEIUiL  STATISTICS 


The  raid— year  figures  for  the  population  of  the  District  was  11,270 
compared  with  the  1968  figure  of  10,740.  This  gave  an  increase  in 
population  of  530  made  up  of  a natural  increase  of  91  and  an  inward 
migration  of  439. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  3,604  to  3,857,  the 
number  of  houses  per  acre  from  0,08  to  0.085,  the  momber  of  persons 
per  acre  from  0.21  to  0,247  vrhile  the  number  of  persons  per  house  fell 
from  2,93  to  2,92. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  from  181  to  188,  giving  a live 
birth  rate  of  19  compared  with  16,3  for  England  and  Wales,  There  were  5 
still  births  compared  with  2 the  previous  ye  .r  and  deaths  in  infants 
under  1 year  of  age  remained  at  3 as  in  1968,  Once  again  there  were  no 
maternal  deatlis. 


Deaths  at  all  ages  fell  from  105  to  97,  giving  a standardised  death 
rate  of  8.6  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11,9, 

CAUSES  0?  DEATH, 

^nce  more  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  caused  the  greatest 
ntimber  of  deaths,  these  amounting  to  38,  25  of  them  were  due  to  coronary 

disease  of  which  18  were  over  the  age  of  65,  All  forms  of  malignancy  came 
second  in  the  list  vrith  21  deaths,  8 of  these  v^ere  caused  by  cancer  of 
the  lung,  4 of  then  being  over  the  ago  of  75,  All  the  8 deaths  occurred 
in  men.  The  third  commonest  cause  of  death  was  cerebrovascular  disease 
tailing  toll  of  14  persons,  10  of  v/hich  were  over  the  age  of  65.  The  three 
deaths  of  irifants  under  one  year  of  age  was  due  to  prematurity,  congenital 
abnormality  and  prolonged  labour. 

The  accidental  deaths  were  due  to  a tractor  overturning  and  pneumonia 
fo Horning  a fall.  There  were  three  suicides  and  no  deaths  due  to  motor 
accidents . 

41  out  of  the  97  deaths  occurred  on  or  after  the  age  of  65, 
lUESCTIOUS  DI3E/;5E. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  etc.  was  slight,  there  being 
only  5 cases  of  scarlet  fever,  19  of  measles  and  2 cases  of  dysentery. 

There  vrere,  however,  12  cases  of  infective  hepatitis,  10  occurring  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  A common  factor  could  not  be  traced.  All 
cases  and  parents  of  cases  were  warned  about  the  danger  of  offering 
themselves  as  blood  doners  in  the  future. 
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TUBERCULOSIS, 

The  same  nuni'ber  of  cases,  18,  were  on  the  Register  both  at  the 
beginning  and  the  end  of  the  year.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
deaths  and  the  outward  transfers  balanced  the  inward  transfers. 


During  the  year  a circular  letter  v/as  received  from  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security,  The  Department's  Summary  of  this  letter 
reads  as  follows 


"Tliis  Memorandum  reviews  the  present  Effectiveness  of  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiograph3''  Seorvice  and  suggests  that  the  general  need  for 
mass  radiography  of  the  Chest  no  longer  exists.  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
are  asked  to  consider,  in  consulation  with  local  health  committees, 
how  the  need  for  chest  X-ray  services  in  their  regions  can  best  be  met 
with  a view  to  integrating  mass  miniature  radiography  units  with  hospital 
radiological  departments  and  are  asked  to  report  on  progress."

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InmiTinisation  & Vaccination  (Continued). 

As  far  as  the  routine  iuiEiunisation  of  children  is  conerned, 
hirth  notification  of  children  in  the  County  has  been  processed  by 
computer  and  in  consequence  it  has  been  possible  to  send  out  an 
appointment  for  every  child  to  attend  a Clinic  or  its  own  Doctor  for 
immunisations  as  they  have  become  due.  This  scheme  was  introduced 
in  East  Herts  in  January  1968. 


It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a traveller  entering  certain 
countries  must  produce  an  International  Certificate  of  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox,  Yellow  Fever  and  Cholera.  International  Certificates 
should  be  procured  from  the  travel  agency  when  the  intending  traveller 
maizes  his  booking. 

Vaccination  is  done  by  the  patient's  own  Doctor,  who  must  enter 
on  the  Certificate  particulars  of  the  vaccine  employed.  The  Doctor's 
signature  must  then  be  authenticated  at  the  local  - not  the  County  - 
Health  Department,  which  holds  facsimiles  of  all  signatures  of  Doctors 
in  the  District, 


On  the  other  hand,  immunisation  against  Yellow  Fever  must  be 
carried  out  at  one  of  the  following  Centres,  after  an  appointment  is 
first  made  by  telephone

Smallpox  has  an  incubation  period  of  14  days.  Protection  becomes 
valid  8 days  after  vaccination  and  lasts  for  three  years. 

Yellow  Fever  has  an  incubation  period  of  6 days.  Protection  becomes 
valid  10  days  after  immunisation  and  lasts  ten  years. 
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Inntinisation  and  Vaccination  (Continued). 

Cholera  has  an  incubation  period  of  5 days.  Protection  becomes 
valid  6 days  after  immunisation  and  lasts  for  six  months. 

Typhoid  Fever  is  endemic  in  some  countries  and  may  be  contracted  by 
travellers  in  mediterranean  areas,  I would  here  reiterate  the  advice 
given  in  previous  Annual  Reports  that  anyone  proposing  to  spend  holidays  in 
such  regions  ought,  for  their  own  salces  and  for  the  sake  of  others,  to  seek 
protection  from  T.A,B,  immunisation.  This  should  not  be  left  to  the 
last  moment,  as  the  interval  betx/een  the  first  and  second  doses  should  be 
at  least  four  weeks  and  preferably  six  weeks,  because  of  the  delay  in 
building  up  effective  immunity. 

Home  Help  Service, 

This  service,  v/hich  is  a permissive  one  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  was  started  during  the  last  war  to  assist  young  mothers 
and  old  people  who  had  been  obliged  to  leave  their  homes.  It  is  now  an 
essential  part  of  Local  Health  Authority  service  and  is  a major  support 
for  the  ola.er  sick  and-  infirm. 

Unfortunately  the  Home  Help  Service  is  under  considerable  strain, 
due  to  insufficient  staff,  as  other  forms  of  employment  in  industry  offer 
many  counter  attractions.  Any  person  arixious  to  be  of  assistance  to 
either  the  old  and  infirm,  or  to  mother  and  child,  should  approach 
Mrs,  J.E,  Clements,  the  Divisional  Home  Help  Organiser,  at  The  Health 
Centre,  27  Bull  Plain,  Hertford  (Tel;  Hertford  3232).

During  the  year  a total  ofl9  applications  were  received  and 
9 Improvement  (Discretionary)  and  10  Standard  Grants  xirere  approved, 
involving  24  duellings  in  all. 

Allocation  of  Council  Housing  Accommodation. 

The  ¥aiting  List  of  Applications  for  Coxnacil  Accommodation 
continued  to  be  maintained  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Inspections  are  made  to  ascertain  the  Housing  needs  of 
applicants  so  that  full  information  is  available  to  the  Estates 
Committee,  who  select  tenants  as  tenancies  become  available. 

Investigations  made  during  the  year  emphasised  the  under- 
occupation of  many  of  the  Council’s  houses  and  it  is  apparent 
that  the  building  of  one  or  txfo-bedroomed  units  and  the  transfer 
of  existing  tenants  to  them  xirill,  in  most  parishes,  provide  a 
most  useful  contribution  towards  meeting  the  needs  of  the  more 
urgent  applications  on  the  lists.  The  programme  for  providing 
this  accommodation  is  referred  to  on  the  previous  page, 

¥arden-controlled  B~angalows . 

At  Buntirxgford  and  I-Iuch  Hadham  the  Council  have  small  groups 
of  bungalovrs  and  at  each  of  these  txfo  sites  there  is  a resident 
Harden.  During  the  year  a new  Hai'don  was  appointed  to  each  unit 
and  close  liason  vj-as  kept  to  help  ensure  a satisfactory  start  to 
the  new  ca.reers  of  the  Hardens. 

To  clarify  hox^  much  assistance  the  Council  expects  Wardens 
to  give,  a revised  List  of  Duties  and  Notes  was  prepai'ed  and 
circulated  to  tenants  and  Wardens. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  availability  of  the  Warden  to

At  the  coramencenent  of  the  year  all  food  shops  in  the  District 
were  circulated  with  an  advisory  leaflet  explaining  the  main 
provisions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960. 
Following  this  I commenced  detailed  inspections  of  the  premises 
and  requested  attention  to  those  matters  which  either  contravened 
the  law  or  fell  short  of  the  standards  required  in  food  premises 
today . 

The  table  below  shows  that  considerable  progress  was  made 
tovfai’ds  achieving  proper  compliance  with  the  Regulations  and  in 
no  case  V7as  prosecution  necessary.

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WATER  SUPPLY . 


The  Mains  water  supply  in  the  District  is  provided  by  the  Lee 
Valljgy Water  Company.  During  the  year  the  Company  reported  that 
553  bacteriological  and  11  chemical  water  samples  were  taken  from 
within  the  District  and  all  of  these  were  aatisfactory. 

There  are  44  wells  in  use  in  the  District  and  they  supply 
104  houses. 

Routine  bacteriological  samples  of  these  well  supplies  is 
undertaken  and  71  samples  gave  satisfactory  results  whilst  25 
were  unsatisfactory. 

Most  unsatisfactory  results  vj-ere  attributable  to  storage  tanks 
that  were  in  need  of  thorough  cleansing  and  sterilisation  but  there 
are  a few  supplies  (mostly  shallovf  wells)  v^hich  are  lia.ble  to  yield 
poor  results  at  any  time  and  in  these  cases  the  users  of  the  water  are 
advised  to  always  boil  it  before  drinking  and  preparing  uncooked 
foodstuffs  etc.  One  such  supply  was  provided  with  a new  filter  to 
achieve  a safe  supply.

Complaints 

A total  of  29  complaints  were  received  and  each  vras  investigated. 

In  7 cases  the  complaints  were  unfounded  or  warranted  no  action  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  2 complaints  remained  ■unresolved.  All  complaints 
remaining  from  1963  were  resolved  during  1969. 

Most  complaints  were  resolved  by  informal  action  but  one 
Statutory  Notice  vras  served  requiring  disconnection  of  house 
drainage  effluent  from  a ditch,  and  this  was  complied  with  'when 
extensive  sub-soil  irrigation  trenches  were  laid  to  deal  with 
the  effluent.

There  are  44  premises  registered  \mder  this  Act  and  61  routine 
inspections  were  made.  Upon  registration  an  inspection  is  carried 
out  and  the  owner  notified  of  any  contraventions  found.  During  the 
course  of  routine  visits  fifteen  defects  were  noted  but  co-operation 
was  generally  good  and  no  legal  action  was  necessary  to  secure 
compliance  ■with  the  Act, 

Pest  Control. 

Tills  work  is  carried  out  by  a private  Contractor  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  and  matters  referred  to  him  xirere  dealt  v/ith  satisfactorily. 
Once  more  rat  infestations  were  particularly  hea^v-y  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year;  136  reports  of  rats  in  and  around  domestic  premises  were 
received  and  18  requests  for  eradication  of  mice  vrere  dealt  with. 

After  a lapse  of  several  years  the  sewers  in  Buntingf ord,  Cottered, 
High  Uych  and  Much  Hadham  were  test  baited  to  check  whether  they  were 
rat  infested.  About  lOfi  of  the  sewer  mjuiholes  on  each  of  the  systems 
was  baited  but  all  results  were  ''no  t.akes“  and  the  sewers  in  these 
areas  may  be  considered  free  from  rat  infestations. 
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Night  Soil  CollsyJj^MjL 

"Jeekly  collection  continued  to  be  made,  by  a Contractor,  from  105 
properties.  This  service  included  all  unnodernised  Council  houses. 

Few  additional  requests  for  the  service  have  been  received  from 
private  householders  and  the  number  of  Council  houses  needing  a 
collection  vfill  diminish  as  modernisation  proceeds. 


Nleven  of  the  nineteen  parishes  in  the  District  are  served  by 
main  sevrerage  and  due  to  the  national  economic  situation  etc.,  no 
fiu’ther  schemes  were  undertaken  for  the  remaining  small  parishes 
during  the  year. 


Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge  tv/ice  'jper  year  where  the 
main  sewer  is  not  available  to  residential  properties. 


Refu-se  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  and  this  service  is 
organised  by  the  Council's  Surveyor. 

Tipping  of  refuse  from  this  area  and  Bishop's  Stortfoixi  Urban 
District  is  carried  out  at  Hadhan  Towers,  Much  Hadham.  This  tip  is 
controlled  bj?-  Bishop's  Stortfoi'd  Urban  District  Covuicil  and  refuse 
from  the  Braughing  Rural  District  is  disposed  of  there  by  agreement. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments. 

There  are  5 premises  in  the  District  rogisterod  under  the  Animal 
Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963,  for  the  boarding  of  dogs  and  cats. 
Each  of  the  premises  registered  was  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.
